Congress *eems Ukely to get its first crack at this problem when 
Secretary of D efense MeElroy asks for im m ediate appropriation of 
re ore than a billion dollars in new m oney to finance a speedup in the 
n i u le program and other defense measures. 
Sen. Knowland of California, Senate Republican leader, said he 
has no doubt defense m atters w ill get top priority, but he added: 
"We w ill have to so« the budget figures showing where the admini­ 
stration Is proposing to allocate funds before we can m ake any intel­ 
ligent dees dons on w here w e are going.

The reduction of 145 deaths in traffic accidents in Missouri 
during 1957 as com pared to 1956 show that lives can he sp ar 
fd when m otorists use common sense in th eir driving prac­ 
tices. the H ighw ay Patrol Superintendent said today. 
“ While we m ourn the lives lost and see it a s a tragic re­ 
m it of carelessness and Yecklessness on the part of some driv­ 
ers we are th ankful for th e reduction in lives lost,” he said. 
“ In 1956, 1132 w ere killed in traffic m ishaps in tin* sta te and 
this figure dropped to 987 in 1957.” 
A review of traffic fatalities compiled from records of the 
highway patrol show th a t 87,’U people have been killed in a u ­ 
tomobile accidents in Missouri over the past 10 years. 
1948. 817 killed; 1949, 79!); 1950, 889; 1951, 1002; 1952 
1027; 1953, 1020; 1954, 974; 1955, 1071; 1956, 1132; 1957’ 
987. 


A break down of the traffic deaths for 1957 com pared to 
the record num ber in 1956 shows that 137 pedestrians w ere 
killed in 1957, including 66 killed in rural areas and 71 in eit- 
iesies with m ore than 10,000 population. In 1950 the pedestri­ 
an death toll was 172 of which 73 were in rural areas and 99 
in cities of the state. 
“ These figures show that city dwellers were m ore cautious 
in their walking habits, as there were 28 few er pedestrian 
deaths in cities in 1957 th an in 1956,” Pol.

True, a Longshoremen's Union 
local lias jus! signed a contract 
with the French Line guarantee­ 
ing its members and their imme­ 
diate families a free trip to Europe 
every three years; and the Book­ 
binders want a 30-hour week and 
six weeks vacation: and the Radio 
Enginee 
are 
fighting 
the 
net­ 
works 
for 
a 
four-day, 
32-hour 
week: and a Railway Clerk's lo­ 
cal will finally have a contract 
printed in Chinese because it has 
a heavy Oriental bloc. 
But from Walter Rcuther, the 
pacemaker everybody is watching 
for some new plan, there has been 
an unprecedented silence on the 
specifies of his next drive. 
We who sleuth a bit on this beat 
see a clue to Reuther’s thinking 
in his speech at the recent AFL- 
CIO convention. It came on the 
morning of Dec. 11. That certainly 
was the moment for a definite pol­ 
icy statement. In addition to Amer­ 
ica’s labor chiefs, there were 220 
influential 
foreign 
union 
leaders 
present. This made it a global au­ 
dience. Yet there was no clarion 
call and no mention of the famed 
shorter work week. 
Instead, Reuther pounded away 
on increasing the purchasing pow­ 
er of millions of workers. He spat 
on 
the 
wage 
freeze 
idea. 
He 
seemed to be giving notice to the 
auto industry 
that, 
even if car 
sales seem to be dipping below an 
estimated 5,500,000— hitting one <J 
the lowest sales figures since the 
1949 recession—the Auto Union will 
ask for a package increase. This 
is expected to be upward of 25 
cents an hour. 
But there are those who caution 
never to underestimate Reuther’s 
devotion to an innovation for his 
people. From deep inside the Auto 
Union’s 
high 
command 
comes 
word of a possible 
compromise 
which could give the giant union 
both cash and the shorter work 
week formula. This plan has not 
txen discussed publicly. 
It 
calls for the retirement of 
older 
workers 
in 
easy 
stages, 
through a steadily shortening work 
year, then on a shorter work week. 
Under the present contracts, older 
auto workers must retire at the 
age of 68. They can voluntarily 
quit 
with 
a pension 
when they 
reach 65 however 
Under the new plan 
the older 
worker would be given the option 
of retiring at 60 
in installments. 
He'd work the equivalent of 11 
months the first semi-retirnment 


year. Then 10 months the second 
year, and so on down. The ingenu­ 
ity of it all is that this plan could 
please everybody on both sides of 
the bargaining table. 
The older worker could learn to 
adjust 
himself 
to 
leisure 
time 
without losing much income. The 
month off for the older man would 
make work for younger auto work­ 
ers in a year when further layoffs 
are expected. The company would 
have younger, swifter workers on 
its lines. 
And Reuther and his union would 
get a shorter work period formula. 
He could, at the same time, argue 
that the cost is negligible and, 
.therefore, a big wage increase is 
possible. 
What 
makes 
Reuther 
hesitate 
now is that no one knows whether 
we’ll be irv a “ prosperous reces­ 
sion” or a real depression. But the 
“ line” is set for more cash, not 
only by Reuther, but by the most 
powerful 
policy-maker inside la­ 
bor, George Meany. This was the 
theme of the last convention. 
Reuther spoke primarily for his 
Auto Workers. Meany has made it 
official for all labor in practically 
every statement he has issued in 
the past few weeks. This means 
that leaders of the aircraft work­ 
ers, 
chemical 
workers, 
textile 
workers, ladies garm ent makers, 
maritime unions, telephone work­ 
ers, electrical plant employes, pa­ 
per makers, cerncnt workers »#d 
employes in the big service and 
retail fields will be fighting for an 
increase of $4 to S10 a* week. 
Most of these contracts expire 
between now and May 1. Most of 
the unions involved will hold off 
hitting the bricks 
until 
Reuther 
moves. The Auto Union contract 
with General Motors expires May 
2; Ford and Chrysler on June 1 
There is no doubt that the auto 
industry will not budge much this 
year. Not with sales the way they 
are. 
Late in June, Reuther and his 
colleagues wall decide which of the 
Big Three m auto they’ll strike. 
Best guess is that picket lines will 
be up this summer. Not only in 
Detroit, but right across the land 
a 
other unions follow. And the 
lines may be there for quite a 
while. 
If there is a business upturn, 
there will be easier money and 
quick settlements. If not, it will 
be a long hard winter, on and off 
the picket lines.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - When ex-Sec- 
retary of Defense Charlie Wilson 
complained that someone was try­ 
ing to make a “ goat out of m e” on 
our missile snafu, undoubtedly he 
had learned what this column pub­ 
lished November 25 — that Eisen­ 
hower officials had decided Char­ 
lie was to trke the rap. 
Whether he deserves the rap is 
both interesting and important. A 
review of official statem ents by 
both 
Wilson and 
the 
President, 
plus scrutiny of backstage develop­ 
ments, indicates that Charlie is 
not exactly the protesting martyr 
he m akes himself out to be. Yet 
he was no more to blame than Ike 
himself. 
It is ture, as Wilson says, that 
he urged a larger defense appro­ 
priation last summ er than Eisen­ 
hower wanted. It is also true that, 
while the Armed Services budget 
was under consideration by the 
House and Senate Conference Com­ 
mittee last summer. Wilson sent 
a confidential letter to GOP Sen­ 
ate Leader Knowland that the De­ 
tense Department would accept the 
House economy cut of $2,200,000,- 
000. 
This letter, 
though 
signed 
by 
Wilson, was sent at thr direction 
of (he President, even though on 
May 14 Ike had gone on a national 
radio-TV hookup to warn of the 
“ terrible consequences” of cutting 
the Defense budget, that this would 
be “ taking a fearful gam ble,” that 
the U S A. must not go down “ that 
foo' h:. rdy road a gain.” 
Thus the President was official­ 
ly for heavy defense spending, un- 
officially for the *2.200.000.000 d t 
fense cut.

The reduction of 145 deaths in traffic accidents in Missouri 
during 1967 as compared to 1955 show that lives can be spar 
•d when motorists use common sense in their driving prac­ 
tices. the Highway Patrol Superintendent said today. 
“While we moprn the lives lost and see it as a tragic re­ 
sult of carelessness and Yecklessness on t he part of some driv­ 
ers we are thankful for the reduction in lives lost,” he said. 
“ In 1956, 1132 were killed in traffic mishaps in the state and 
this figure dropped to 987 in 1957.” 
A review of traffic fatalities compiled from records of the 
highway patrol show that 8751 people have been killed in au­ 
tomobile accidents in Missouri over the past IO years. 
1948, 817 killed; 1949, 799; 1950. 889; 1951, 1002; 1952, 
1027; 1953, 1020; 1954, 974; 1955, 1071; 1956. 1132; 1957, 
987. 
A break down of the traffic deaths for 1957 compared to 
the record number in 1956 shows that 137 pedestrians were 
killed in 1957, including 66 killed in rural areas and 71 in cit - 
iesies with more than 10,000 population. In 1956 the pedestri­ 
an death toll was 172 of w hich 73 were in rural areas and 99 
in cities of the state. 
“These figures show that city dwellers were more cautious 
in their walking habits, as there were 28 fewer pedestrian 
deaths in cities in 1957 than in 1956,'* Col. Hugh ll. W ag­ 
goner said. 
In 1957 a total of 844 people were killed in rural accidents 
and 143 in cities while in 1956 this figure was 955 in rural 
areas and 177 in cities. 
Although final tabulations of gasoline consumption in 1957 
are not yet available sales of motor fuel indicate an increase 
of approximately 2 1-2 percent. 
rho decrease of 145 deaths in 1957 is noteworthy since a 
2 1-2 percent rise in fuel consumption would indicate an addi­ 
tional 694,000,000 miles travelled on the streets and roads 
of the state.
